3.  Would  it;  not  be  advisable  to  hold  the  election  of  officers  in 
Circles  every  six  months  electing  all  officers  with  the  exception  of 
Secretary  and  Treasurer?

ten,  Assistant  Secretary;  Sister  Jeannette  Rayls,  Conductor;  Sister 
Gladys  Gordonier,  Assistant  Conductor;  Sister  Clementine  Vanasdal, 
Guard;  Sister  Mary  Frances  Gabriel,  Assistant  Guard;  Sisters  Rose  Phil¬ 
lips  and  Estella  Boyd,  Pages.  Sister  Mary  Ann  Forth  was  presented  as 
acting  Chaplain,  in  the  absence  of  our  Chaplain,  Sister  Mamie  Grose, 
absent  because  of  illness,  and  Sister  Henrietta  Schmadel  as  acting 
Patriotic  Instructor,  our  Patriotic  Instructor,  Myrtle  Schwartz  being  ab¬ 
sent  due  to  the  illness  of  her  mother. 

Sister  Mattie  Miller,  Past  Department  President  and  Past  Nation¬ 
al  Junior  Vice-President;  Sister  Mellie  Bell  Kitchel,  Past  Department 
President  and  Past  National  Registrar;  Sister  Nellie  K.  Stammel,  Past 
Department  President  and  Past  National  Junior  Vice-President;  Sisters 
Mae  Lonberger,  Minnie  Penwell,  Eva  Seybold,  Gertrude  Fox  Ellen 
Gray,  Nora  Etnire  and  Frances  Meyer,  Past  Department  Presidents, 
wereintroduced  to  the  Convention.  Sisters  Ora  Chamess  Mummert, 
Florence  B.  Roberts,  Anna  Barnes,  Nellie  Heale,  Muriel  Weser  and 
Henrietta  Schmadel,  Past  Department  Secretaries,  were  also  presented 
to  the  Convention. 

After  Scripture  Reading  by  the  Chaplain,  followed  by  the  Lord’s 
Prayer,  the  presentation  of  our  Flag,  and  all  uniting  in  singing  “Rock 
of  Ages,”  which  Sister  Rushton  had  requested  be  used  as  our  opening 
hymn,  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Convention  was  declared  opened.

Sister  Pearl  Keaton  announced  the  serious  illness  of  Sister  Aurelia 
Benson,  of  A.  D.  Streight  Circle,  a  very  dear  friend  of  Sister  Ida  Rush- 
ton,  who  suffered  a  stroke  on  the  street  last  night  and  is  in  the  Cass 
County  Hospital  at  the  point  of  death.  Motion  was  made  by  Sister 
Margaret  Copeland,  seconded  by  Sister  Pearl  Keaton,  that  we  send,  a 
telegram  to  Sister  Benson’s  son  expressing  our  sympathy. 

Department  President,  Sister  Glass,  announced  Sister  Lida  Man- 
son  could  not  be  present  because  of  the  serious  illness  of  her  sister. 

On  motion  by  Sister  Pearl  Overisch,  seconded  by  many,  Conven¬ 
tion  stood  for  a  moment  in  silent  prayer  for  Sisters  Rushton,  Manson 
and  Benson,  and  any  and  all  members  of  our  Department  in  sickness 
or  sorrow.

Department  President  of  Illinois,  Sister  Ethelyn  Richardson;  De¬ 
partment  Secretary  of  Illinois,  Sister  Milicent  Eifert,  Past  Department 
President;  Department  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Illinois,  Sister  Ade- 
lia  Brinkmeyer;  Department  Organizer  of  Illinois,  Sister  Emma  Daiger, 
Past  Department  President,  were  escorted  into  the  room  and  intro¬ 
duced.  Brief  remarks  were  made  by  our  Illinois  Sisters,  and  as  they 
were  on  their  way  home  from  another  Convention  and  were  in  a  great 
hurry  to  get  home,  they  then  retired.

Council  decided:  Covered  by  Rules  and 
Regulations.  Motion  was  made  by  Sister  Margaret  Copeland  seconded 
by  Sister  Nellie  Henke  that  Council  be  sustained.  Council  sustained. 

A  suggestion  was  made  in  Council  meeting  that  as  the  Council  of 
Administration  sometimes  has  many  duties  to  perform  during  the  year 
in  addition  to  auditing  the  books,  that  one  Past  Department  President 
be  elected  each  year  as  a  member  of  the  Council.  Council  decided  to 
submit  this  to  the  Convention  as  a  suggestion  to  be  kept  in  mind  at  the 
time  of  electing  officers.  This  was  submitted  to  the  Convention  as  a 
suggestion  and  seemed  to  be  endorsed  by  many  of  the  members  who 
expressed  themselves  as  thinking  it  a  good  plan  to  be  kept  in  mind 
when  electing  the  Council  of  Administration.

Stammel  $5.00  was  given  the  janitor  of  the  Church  for  his  services. 

Motion  was  made  by  Sister  Nellie  K.  Stammel  seconded  by  Sister 
Pearl  Keaton  that  we  follow  thei  plan  used  last  year  in  securing  the 
$10.00  to  be  given  each  delegate  on  her  National  Convention  expense, 
the  plan  being  to  ask  each  member  to  give  16  cents  or  a  foot  of  pennies, 
the  incoming  Department  President  and  Circle  Presidents  to  outlinee 
the  method  of  collecting  these  contributions. 

On  motion  by  Sister  Gertrude  Fox  seconded  by  Sister  Frances 
Meyer  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Fincoln  Circle  for  their  hospi¬ 
tality.

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REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENT 

Indianapolis,  Indiana. 
June  13,  1937. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Forty-Fourth  Department  Con¬ 
vention,  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

My  dear  Sisters,  as  you  assemble  ini  the  City  of  Logansport  for 
our  Forty-fourth  Convention,  I  address  you,  through  this  report,  with 
a  heart  full  of  gratitude  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  one  year 
ago  when  you  elected  me  your  Department  President,  but  it  is  with 
a  feeling  of  sadness  mingled  with  my  gratitude,  that  I  must  express 
to  you  my  deep  regret  that  I  cannot  be  with  you  in  person. 

I  had  hoped  until  just  a  few  days  ago  that  in  spite  of  my  prolonged 
illness,  I  might  meet  with  you  today  but  my  physician  says  no  and  I 
therefore  must  forego  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  what  I  had  antici¬ 
pated  would  be  one  of  the  happiest  times  of  my  life,  of  meeting  you 
each  and  every  one  and  clasping  your  hand.  My  thoughts  will  be  with 
you,  Sisters,  each  moment,  as  youi  follow  the  program  I  have  outlined.

Upon  returning  home  from  the  Convention  held  in  Bloomington, 
I  established  headquarters  at  my  home,  1232  Carrollton  Avenue, 
Indianapolis. 

July  2nd  I  was  invited  to  a  meeting  of  T.  W.  Bennett  Circle 

No.  23,  where  I  was  greeted  most  cordially  as  Department  President. 

A  reception  followed  the  meeting  and  refreshments  were  served. 

July  9th,  attended  a  meeting  of  my  own  Circle,  A.  D.  Streight 
No.  16,  where  I  was  most  heartily  welcomed,  the  members  expressing 
pleasure  that  I  had  been  selected  as  Department  President. 

July  11th,  was  my  birthday  and  on  the  following  day  was  invited 
to  my  Sister  Carrie’s  for  a  chicken  dinner.  Received  several  gifts 

from  my  children. 

July  27th,  attended  the  picnic  of  the  Federated  Patriotic  Societies 
at  Brookside  Park  in  Indianapolis.  A  large  crowd  was  in  attendance 
and  I  met  many  Comrades,  as  well  as  Officers  and  Department  Officers 
of  the  Allied  organizations.  All  Department  Officers  of  the  Grand 

Army  were  present  and  it  was  a  privilege  to  meet  with  these  Comrades. 
A  picnic  dinner,  a  wonderful  feast,  was  enjoyed  followed  by  a  program. 

August  19th,  accompanied  by  Sister  Bessie  Hart,  President  of  the 
State  Federation,  attended  the  Fort  Wayne  Federation  picnic  which 
was  held  in  Lakeside  Park.

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REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  AT  LARGE 

We  reached  Washington  Sunday  evening  and  went  directly  to  the 
Washington  Hotel  where  we  were  to  room  and  which  was  headquarters 
for  both  National  and  Department.  Our  hotel  was  just  one  block  from 
the  White  House  and  from  it  we  could  see  the  Washington  Monument 
and  the  Lincoln  Memorial. 

Monday  morning  was  taken  up  with  registration,  business  meetings 
of  credential  committee,  advisory  council  and  council  of  administration. 

The  opening  meeting  of  the  50th  National  Convention,  Ladies  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  was  held  in  the  Rose  Room  of  the 
Hotel  Washington,  Monday  afternoon,  September  21,  1936. 

National  Senior  Vice-President,  Effie  Thrasher,  presided  while  our 
National  President,  Wynnye  G.  Williamson,  was  escorted  in  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  including  the  Junior  members. 
They  made  an  arch  of  yellow  chrysanthemums  through  which  our 
President  passed,  stopping  at  the  altar  where  the  flowers  were  placed 
in  her  arms.  The  convention  greeted  her  with  a  song  written  for  the 
occasion.  Also  the  West  Virginia  delegation  sang  “The  West  Virginia 
Hills.” 

Words  of  welcome  were  extended  to  the  convention  by  Margaret 
Worrell,  Chairman  of  arrangements;  Mr.  George  W.Offut,  Chairman  of 
the  Citizens’  Committee;  Madam  Cantacuzine,  granddaughter  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Grant,  and  Mrs.  K.  P.  McElroy,  Chairman  of  the  Womans’  di¬ 
vision  of  the  Citizens’  Committee.  Helen  M.  Lehman,  representing  the 
mother  state  of  our  organization,  New  Jersey,  responded.

Scouts  by  our  National  Patriotic  Instructor,  Ethel  Cothrell. 

At  this  time  Commander  Hunt  of  Indiana  was  escorted  to  the 
President’s  station  and  all  sang  “Back  Home  Again  in  Indiana.”  All 
National  Officers  and  Past  National  Presidents  were  escorted  in  and 
introduced.  Appropriate  songs  were  sung  for  both  groups. 

Our  National  Chaplain,  Gertrude  M.  Walbridge,  conducted  a  most 
impressive  Memorial  service: — “Beautiful  Isle”  was  sung  with  harp 
accompanist;  Scripture  reading,  “I  heard  a  Voice  from  Heaven  saying, 
I  Am  the  Ressurrection  and  the  Life.  Let  not  your  Hearts  be  troubled.” 
Followed  by  prayer  and  a  solo,  “Face  to  Face.”  Address  by  Cassea  Ors- 
born;  duet  “Old  Rugged  Cross.”  Thirty  departments  were  represented 
each  president  placing  flowers  for  her  department. 


TUESDAY  MORNING 

The  session  was  opened  Tuesday  morning  by  our  National  Presi¬ 
dent  in  regular  form.

National 
Junior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief,  Dr.  Overton  Alennet  and  Past  Com- 
mander-in-Chief,  Col.  Russell  C.  Alartin,  were  escorted  in  and  intro¬ 
duced  Dr.  Alennet  expressed  his  greeting  in  song,  singing  “I  Love 
You  Truly”  and  “When  I  Grow  Too  Old  To  Dream”  which  we  all  en¬ 
joyed.  Col.  Martin  said  “1  he  Grand  Army  is  looking  to  you  to  carrjr 
on  this  work.  There  is  a  great  work  for  you  to  do  and  the  Grand  Army 
Boys  wish  you  success  in  the  Memorial  Shrine  Undertaking.”  He 
said  he  was  very  happy  to  visit  with  us  and  wished  us  a  successful  con¬ 
vention.  Past  national  president,  Clara  N.  Saw}^er,  of  California,  re¬ 
sponded.  As  these  two  comrades  both  live  in  California,  the  delegates 
irom  that  state  rose  and  sang,  “I  Love  You  California.” 

Comrade  Ira  R.  Wildman  of  Connecticut,  was  escorted  to  the 
platform  by  our  national  counselor  and  introduced.  Mrs.  Wildman,  his 
wife,  who  is  a  member  of  our  Order,  was  also  introduced.  They  were 
married  last  year  at  Grand  Rapids.  Mrs.  Wildman  is  known  as  the 
“Bluebird’  ’of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  is  a 
niece  of  General  Burnside.  Past  national  president,  Ethel  Irish,  respon¬ 
ded  to  their  greetings. 

It  was  announced  that  Sister  Mattie  Berry  of  New  Hampshire,  had 
passed  away  in  the  hotel  on  Saturday,  having  come  here  to  attend  the 
convention  and  was  stricken  after  her  arrival. 

Souvenirs  were  distributed  by  Sister  Ella  Berkemeir  of  Ohio. 

Report  of  Senior  Vice-President,  Effie  Thrasher,  read. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  this  splendid  report  be  received 
and  turned  over  to  the  committee  on  officers’  reports  and  that  all  other 
reports  take  the  same  course. 

The  credential  committee  reported  356  registered  delegates. 

A  Committee  from  the  Spanish  American  War  Veterans’  Auxiliary 
was  introduced  and  extended  greetings  to  the  convention. 

Past  National  President,  Sarah  J.  Ehrman,  announced  that  the 
committee  to  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  had  been  most  graciously 
received.

F.  Locke. 

Greetings  committee  from  the  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans  re¬ 
turned  and  reported  having  been  graciously  received. 

A  Committee  from  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  was  escorted  in  and 
introduced.  They  extended  greetings  from  their  organization  to  which 
past  national  president,  Lida  Manson,  responded. 

Report  of  Council  of  Administration  read  by  Chairman  Alyrta 
Nickles. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  convene  Wednesday  afternoon  there 
being  no  session  Wednesday  morning  due  to  the  parade  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

On  Tuesday  evening  was  held  one  of  the  outstanding  affairs  of  the 
week,  the  pageant,  “Our  Fifty  Golden  Years.”  This  was  held  in  the 
ball  room  of  the  Willard  Hotel.  This  pageant  was  given  under  the 
direction  of  Grace  Holtzberg.  Song: — “We  Shall  Meet  but  we  Shall 
AI  iss  Him”  was  given.  During  the  reading  of  the  names  of  the  past 
national  presidents  the  “Bivouac  of  the  Dead”  was  given.  A  loving 
tribute  was  paid  to  each  who  has  been  called  “Home”  and  those  living 
appeared  in  a  frame  as  living  pictures  and  their  names  and  year  of 
service  announced. 
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Songs: — “If  God  Left  Only  You”  and  “Lady  Moon”  “When  the 
Boys  Come  Marching  Home”  and  “Swing  Low,  Sweet  Chariot.” 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

Wednesday  afternoon  meeting  called  to  order  in  regular  form. 
Committees  from  the  Womans’  Relief  Corps  and  Sons  of  Union  Vet¬ 
erans  Auxiliary  were  scorted  in  and  introduced.  They  extended  greet¬ 
ings  and  presented  gifts  to  our  national  president.  Past  National  presi¬ 
dents  Roche  and  Sawyer  responded. 

The  delegation  from  West  Virginia  presented  our  national  presi¬ 
dent  with  a  beautiful  boquet  of  yellow  roses  and  a  gift.  Each  of  these 
sisters  was  introduced  to  the  convention. 

Minutes  of  Tuesday’s  meeting  read  and  approved. 

At  this  time  past  department  president  Sallie  Rector  of  W.  Va. 
presented  national  president  with  past  president’s  badge. 

Sister  Gertrude  Walbridge,  national  chaplain,  presented  an  altar 
cloth  to  be  used  for  memorial  services  in  future  years  if  the  convention 
so  desires.  A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Sister  Walbridge.  She 
also  announced  that  the  magnificant  white  chrysanthemums  used  in  the 
Memorial  service  had  been  given  by  her  own  Circle,  Captain  ITenry 
Lomb  No.  75  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to 
this  Circle. 

Past  national  president,  Clara  Sawyer,  and  committee  which  had 
been  sent  to  the  Grand  Army,  returned  and  reported  that  they  had 
been  warmly  received.  Sister  Sawyer  had  spoken  to  them  of  our  plans 
for  a  memorial  shrine  and  they  were  veryt  much  interested. 

Meeting  then  adjourned  until  Thursday  morning. 

At  8:00  o’clock  Wednesday  evening  the  annual  Camp  Fire  was 
held  in  the  Government  Auditorium  with  George  W.  Offutt,  General 
Chairman,  presiding.  Invocation  by  J.  King  Gibson,  Chaplain  of  the 
Grand  Army,  with  music  by  the  U.  S.  Army  band.  After  the  pledge  of 
allegiance,  the  Star  Spangled  Banner  was  sung  by  Comrade  John  R. 
Kidd.  The  principal  address  of  the  evening  was  made  by  Col.  Burke 
H.  Sinclair  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  of  the  Veteran’s  Bureau.  Com¬ 
menting  on  the  parade  of  Wednesday  morning  he  said  that  Col.  Rob¬ 
erts  of  Ft.  Stevens  had  said  that  while  it  was  strictly  against  army 
regulations  for  any  one  to  march  ahead  of  the  Army,  he  was  proud 
to  march  behind  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Comrade  Withrow,  of  Kansas,  gave  Lincoln’s  Gettysburg  Address 
and  under  “Reminiscenses”  Comander-in-Chief,  Oley  Nelson,  gave  the 
story  of  his  life.  Judge  Willetts,  in  commenting  on  the  press  report  that 
this  was  the  last  Encampment,  said  that  he  wanted  to  deny  that  report 
emphatically;  that  it  certainly  was  not  the  last  encampment.  The  “Boys 
in  Blue”  took  the  floor  and  it  was  really  their  meeting.  The  meeting 
closed  with  singing  the  ‘Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic”  with  benedic¬ 
tion  by  the  Chaplain  and  sounding  of  taps. 

THURSDAY  MORNING 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  order  of  business  be 
changed  and  that  we  proceed  with  the  election  of  officers.

A  greetings  committee  from  the  local  Daughters  of  Union  Veter¬ 
ans  was  announced  and  escorted  in  and  introduced.  Sister  Sadie  Mae 
Williams  also  escorted  Comrade  Kaley  of  Ohio  into  our  convention  and 
introduced  him. 

Sister  Tess  Kolbus  of  New  Jersey  was  introduced  as  the  chairman 
of  the  Hope  Chest.  She  made  a  splendid  report  showing  $228.60  made 
by  the  Hope  Chest.  Sister  Harriett  Eaton  asked  for  the  privilege  of 
making  the  amount  $230.00  even.  Sister  Kolbus  was  given  a  vote  of 
thanks  and  also  all  who  had  helped  with  this  work. 

Sister  Catherine  Roche  announced  that  Sister  Carrie  Sheriff  had 
brought  to  the  convention  an  album  containing  the  pictures  of  every 
past  national  president,  which  is  to  be  preserved  and  placed  in  our 
Memorial  Shrine. 

Our  National  president  was  asked  to  stand  in  front  of  the  altar  as 
the  Pennsylvania  delegation  sang  “Take  Wynnye  Back  to  West  Vir¬ 
ginia”  and  each  presented  her  with  a  flower  hiade  of  a  handkerchief 
containing  a  coin.  Sister  Mary  Barclay  tied  these  into  a  very  pretty 
bouquet. 

National  Inspector,  Frances  Haskell,  presented  our  National  Presi¬ 
dent  with  a  basket  of  yellow  roses  containing  a  hidden  treasure,  a  testi¬ 
monial  from  her  many  friends.  Also  a  parchment  scroll  of  the  badge  of 
our  Order. 

Our  National  President  received  many  other  gifts  for  which  she 
was  very  grateful. 


THURSDAY  NIGHT 

The  session  Thursday  night  was  called  to  order  by  the  president 
and  the  reading  of  the  reports  continued.  Some  fine  reports  were  given 
but,  the  hour  being  late,  a  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  all  reports 
be  given  to  the  committee  on  reports  and  published  in  the  Journal. 

Decisions  of  Advisory  Council  were  considered. 

Past  national  president,  Anna  Michener  of  Pennsylvania  was  chosen 
as  installing  officer  with  Sisters  Roche  and  Sawyer  as  conductors  and 
Sisters  Good  and  Haskell  as  color  bearers. 

A  very  impressive  service  followed  and  many  gifts  and  flowers 
were  presented  to  the  newly  installed  officers.  Sister  Kuhns  pledged  her 
best  efforts  for  the  coming  year  and  thanked  all  the  members  for  the 
honor  conferred  upon  her.  After  singing  “God  Be  With  You  ’Till  We 
Meet  Again”  Sister  Kuhns  declared  the  50th  national  convention  closed 
to  meet  at  time  and  place  designated  by  the  Grand  Army. 

DECISIONS  OF  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

1.  That  this  convention  create  an  appointive  office  of  Junior  Super¬ 
visor  who  shall  be  a  past  national  president,  to  study  Junior  problems; 
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have  literature  setting  forth  plans  for  organization  and  conduct  of 
Junior  Circles  and  that  our  Junior  ritual  be  revised  to  conform  with 
the  ideas  of  the  founders  of  this  work. 

Council  decides  to  adopt  this  resolution  with  the  provision  that  the 
revision  of  Junior  ritual  be  submitted  to  the  Advisory  Council  of 
1937.  Council  sustained. 

2.  That  hereafter  the  department  senior  vice-president  and  junior 
vice-president  be  a  past  Circle  president. 

Council  decides  that  we  amend  Rules  and  Regulations,  Article  IV, 
Section  I  of  Chapter  III  to  conform  with  this  recommendation  and  also 
Chapter  IV,  Article  IV,,  Section  I  to  read  “a  member  must  be  a  past 
department  president  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  national  president, 
national  senior  vice-president  and  national  junior  vice-president. 

Council  sustained. 

3.  That  the  trade-mark  of  the  Bugle  Call  be  kept  in  the  office  of 
the  editor  of  the  Bugle  Call. 

Council  sustained. 

4.  That  this  convention  make  clear  to  the  membership  which 
officer  makes  a  report  to  national  inspector  and  what  blank  is  used  for 
that  purpose. 

Council  decides  that  department  president  makes  report  as  covered 
in  Chapter  II,  Article  XIV,  Section  3,  and  that  plan  for  inspection 
blanks  be  referred  to  committee  on  revision  of  blanks. 

Council  sustained. 

5.  That  this  convention  decide  for  what  purpose  the  funds  col¬ 
lected  by  Ways  and  Means  Committee  are  to  be  used. 

Council  decides  this  fund  is  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Mem¬ 
orial  Shrine,  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

Council  sustained. 

Council  decides  that  the  amount  of  $50.00  be  set  aside  for  temporary 
expense  of  the  Memorial  Shrine  Commission.  Council  sustained. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  hereafter  all  gifts  be  bestowed  at  Head¬ 
quarters  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  at  a  desig¬ 
nated  time,  either  before  convening  or  immediately  after  adjournment 
of  sessions,  thus  enabling  all  delegates  to  transact  the  business  for  which 
they  were  elected.  Council  sustained. 

The  question  of  placing  wreathes  on  different  monuments  in  Wash¬ 
ington  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  department  of  the  Potomac. 

Can  an  officer  vote?  Council  decides  that  this  is  covered  by  Rules 
and  Regulations  and  a  presiding  officer  may  vote  in  ballot  elections. 

Council  sustained. 

Is  it  permissable  to  use  a  working  certificate  of  charter  which  may 
be  carried  from  place  to  place  more  easily  than  a  framed  charter,  to 
make  our  meetings  legal?  Council  decides  this  is  covered  by  Rules  and 
Regulations  and  that  charter  MUST  be  taken. 

Council  sustained. 

The  Dept,  of  Rhode  Island  recommends  that  the  by-laws  be 
changed  so  that  past  department  secretaries  and  treasurers  be  allowed 
to  attend  and  vote  at  Advisory  Council  meetings.  Council  decides  not 
advisable  to  make  any  change  in  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Council  sustained. 

Department  of  Indiana  recommends  that  our  ritual  be  changed  to 
provide  for  the  Senior-Vice  President  to  declare  the  ballot  upon  ex¬ 
amination.  Council  decides  that  ritual  remain  the  same  but  that  Senior- 
Vice-President  has  the  right  to  challenge  the  declaration  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  if  it  does  not  conform  with  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

Council  sustained. 
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Department  of  Idaho  wishes  all  contributions  from  Idaho  to  be  used 
for  Memorial  Shrine  fund.  Council  decides  that  this  is  covered  by  a 
previous  ruling. 

Department  of  New  York  asks  why  the  inspection  blanks  have 
been  eliminated.  Council  decides  that  these  blanks  have  not  been 
eliminated  but  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  the  revision  of  re¬ 
port  blanks. 

Department  of  New  York  requests  the  national  body  to  consider 
changing  Circle  elections  and  installations  from  December  and  January 
to  October  and  November.  Council  decides  this  question  he  referred  to 
Committee  of  Revision  of  Rules  for  their  consideration  when  next  re¬ 
vision  takes  place.  Council  sustained. 

Department  of  Ohio  asks  that  since  there  is  no  department  in¬ 
spector,  who  should  perform  the  duty  of  taking  care  of  testimonials? 
Council  decides  this  matter  is  not  under  national  jurisdiction. 

Council  sustained. 

Council  recommends  that  hereafter  a  registration  fee  of  $1.00  for 
National  Convention  be  charged  and  that  the  departments  follow  the 
same  order,  the  departments  to  designate  the  amount  of  the  registra¬ 
tion  fee  for  each  department.  Council  sustained. 

Department  of  Pennsylvania  asks  “Why  may  we  not  continue  to 
place  the  name  of  deceased  presidents  on  credential  blanks  for  a  matter 
of  record.  Council  decides  that  former  decisions  rgarding  this  matter  be 
rescinded  and  the  wording  on  the  credential  blanks  be  referred  to  Di¬ 
vision  of  Blanks  Committee. 

Council  sustained. 

Council  recomends  that  our  organization  withdraw  from  the  Wom¬ 
an’s  Patriotic  Conference  of  National  Defense.  Council  NOT  sustained. 

Council  recommends  that  hereafter  the  lowest  bid  for  printing  of 
Journal  be  accepted. 

Council  sustained. 

Questions  regarding  the  use  of  the  flag  were  discussed  and  the 
fact  stressed  that  the  silent  salute  is  given  as  the  flag  is  passed  around 
the  room  and  the  military  salute  is  given  at  the  time  of  the  pledge  of 
allegiance.  Also  the  American  Creed  is  recited  immediately  after  the 
Pledge  and  before  the  singing  of  “Guard  the  Flag.”

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  VISITING  STATE  SAILORS’  AND 
SOLDIERS’  ORPHANS’  HOME  AT  KNIGHTSTOWN 

Logansport,  Indiana, 
June  15,  1937. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Forty-fourth  Department  Conven¬ 
tion,  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

Two  members  of  our  Visiting  Committee  to  the  Knightstown 
Home,  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Indiana  Soldiers  and  Sailors 
Orphans  Home  October  28th,  1936. 

Forty-seven  members  of  the  committees  and  other  guests  assem¬ 
bled  in  the  waiting  room  of  the  main  building.  After  spending  one- 
half  hour  in  getting  acquainted  and  registering,  the  party  started  on 
the  tour  of  the  home. 

The  Superintendent,  Mr.  L.  A.  Cortner,  conducted  us.  He  first 
told  us  there  were  945  children  in  the  home,  of  which  more  than  800 
are  children  of  world  war  veterans. 

The  children  were  all  in  their  respective  rooms  at  their  usual  work. 
The  children  and  their  rooms  were  exceptionally  neat  and  clean. 

At  the  front  of  each  room  was  displayed  an  American  Flag. 

We  first  visited  the  Kindergarten  where  the  children,  though  small, 
were  busy  making  mats,  baskets  and  rugs.  And  then  to  the  first  grade 
pupils  and  so  on. 

In  the  room  where  the  children  were  about  eight  or  nine  years 
of  age  they  sang  “Home  Sweet  Home.”  This  was  especially  touching. 
Their  voices  were  sweet  and  harmonious  but  one  would  feel  sympathy 
for  them  on  account  of  being  there,  but  at  that  they  do  have  a  lovely 
home. 

The  Alvin  P.  Morton  Memorial  Chapel  was  lovely,  arranged  like 
any  Chapel,  with  benches  and  organ. 

The  Libraries  where  the  children  lounge  are  beautiful  and  comfor¬ 
tably  arranged. 

These  children  have  every  advantage  possible.  They  may  stay  at 
the  Home  until  they  graduate  from  High  School  or  are  nineteen  years 
of  age. 

In  the  kitchen  where  the  older  girls  learn  cooking  the  cabinets  and 
stoves  and  stools  were  all  white.  Everything  was  in  place  and  spot¬ 
lessly  clean.  Adjoining  the  kitchen  was  a  small  dining  room  for  the 
food  they  prepare  for  their  guests  and  teachers. 

In  another  room  were  thirty-seven  pupils  seated  at  typewriters.  The 
boys  have  their  wood  workshop,  printing,  painting  and  baking  rooms. 
They  also  have  a  room  filled  with  lockers  for  the  athletic  equipment. 

Fifty-five  boys  compose  the  school  band. 

In  the  dormotories  the  beds  were  all  nicely  made  with  spreads  just 
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alike.  Adjoining  they  have  two  baths,  two  showers  and  several  lava¬ 
tories. 

The  smaller  children  eat  and  sleep  in  their  own  unit. 

In  the  little  girls’  dormatory  the  quilts  were  of  a  little  Dutch  Girl 
design  and  in  the  boys  dormatory,  a  little  Dutch  Boy.  The  beds  were 
all  alike  and  make  a  lovely  appearance  to  the  looker  on. 

We  were  then  taken  to  the  big  dining  room  where  560  children  ate. 
They  marched  in  to  music,  each  one  to  his  or  her  usual  place.  All 
waited  for  a  signal  then  were  seated.  They  prayed  in  unison,  then  they 
began  eating  and  one  from  each  table  served  that  table. 

From  here  we  were  taken  to  the  dining  room  where  a  bountiful 
dinner  was  served  to  the  guests. 

Our  Comrade  Hoffman  thanked  the  Superintendent  for  his  hospital- 
tiy  and  told  him  everything  was  in  fine  trim.  Then  the  Superintendent 
gave  a  short  talk  which  we  all  enjoyed. 

At  1 :30  we  assembled  in  the  auditorium  where  a  lovely  program 
was  given  by  the  pupils,  making  each  one  of  us  feel  that  they  have  some 
very  capable  instructors. 

After  a  few  short  talks  from  the  visitors  we  went  out  onto  the 
Parade  Ground  for  the  “Review.”  The  boys  were  all  in  uniform  and 
they  sure  are  trained  well. 

We  then  went  back  to  the  main  building  and  prepared  to  go  home, 
each  one  declaring  the  Home  was  a  beautiful  place  and  a  good  place 
to  be.
